Inflation, National Disaster 
LAFF-A-DAY 


In a recent appearance before the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee Chairman M artin 
of the Federal Reserve Board voiced anxi­ 
eties about the country's deepening infla­ 
tionary psychology. 
In the ram bling m anner of the conversa­ 
tionalist he said, “If we let this psychology, 
which is the factor that has come in the 
last year and a half that has caused us 
more concern than anything else—this psy­ 
chology, of the inevitability of inflation — 
carry us away so that you im pair the sav- 
ing-investment process, then we will not be 
able.to finance the program s that are es­ 
sential to the country, and we will find a 
steady erosion of our dollar and ultimately, 
I think, a change in all of our institutions 
and the nature of our society.” 
What Martin obviously m eant was that 
people wouldn't be inclined to save in the 
knowledge that money would buy less the 
longer it was retained. Since voluntary 
savings provide a great part of the capital 
for the support and growth of the econ­ 
omy, a complete b r e a k d o w n of thrift 
would necessitate some changes in “our in­ 
stitutions and the nature of our society.” 
Not long after Martin spoke a federal 
judge returned a ruling in the controversy 
concerning w hether the so-called variable 
annuity is an insurance policy or an invest­ 
m ent contract. The variable annuity’s pre­ 
m ium s are invested partly in common 
stocks which are expected to increase in 
nominal value as the dollar loses purchas­ 
ing power. In this m an n er the annuitant 
theoretically would be at least partly pro­ 
tected against inflation’s inroads on h i s 
stored values. 
The federal court dism issed an injunc­ 
tion suit by the Securities and Exchange 


Commission against two District of Colum­ 
bia variable annuity companies. The court 
conceded the variable annuity was a “hy­ 
brid policy-contract with characteristics of 
both its insurance and its investm ent pro- 
• genitors.” 
But the court said it was up to Congress 
to decide w hether variable annuity com pa­ 
nies should be subjected to SEC control. 
The ruling is expected to revive interest in 
variable annuities as a hedge against the 
future inflation th a t’s regarded as almost 
certain to occur. 
This recalls M artin's warning. Insurance 
com panies are in a paradoxical position 
when they publicly proclaim the dollar’s 
probable further debasem ent by offering a 
policy tailored as an inflation hedge. Insur­ 
ance is basically directed tow ard the ac­ 
cum ulation of fixed num bers of dollars for 
future delivery in specified contingencies. 
But w hat incentive rem ains if the com­ 
panies offering insurance concede in their 
own contracts that m aturing policies will 
be paid off in depreciated dollars? 
Almost certainly a sort of G resh am ’s law 
would then begin to operate. As bad money 
drives out 
good 
investors’ 
preferences 
would go to the insurance policies and oth­ 
er investm ent contracts that were payable 
by escalation as the dollar lost value. In 
that event there would be bd institutional 
run on com m on stocks. 
Stocks would be in dem and simply as an 
apparent inflation hedge and without much 
regard for the earnings outlook of the com­ 
panies they represented. Bidding w o u l d 
raise stock prices to the point where they 
would bear no relationship to real values. 
This has occurred already in France 
where inflation is m ore advanced. T h a t 
•ort of hedge is as shaky as any.

Th* events at little Rock be­ 
long to history; the blam* can­ 
not be assessed as long as polit­ 
ical motivation continues to play 
a part and that will be so until 
after both the 1958 and th* 1960 
elections have passed. 
The fact* are not difficult to 
state: 
I. Arkansas has not been no­ 
torious for racial difficulties, It 
d o e s not have a long tradition as 
a slave-holding state, h a v i n g 
only been admitted to the Union 
in 
1836. 
Its 
population 
came 
mostly 
from 
Tennessee 
and 
Missouri and Mississippi. It was 
ca n ed out of French Louisiana 
and its first settlers were Span­ 
iards and French. 
During 
the 
Civil 
War, 
th# 
alave-holding planters were nat­ 
urally for the Confederacy 
and 
carried the state into it, 
but 
most of the fanners in the Ozark 
and Ouachita 
Mountains 
were 
very poor, and seem to have been 
indifferent. The people of th# 
Ozarks, in particular, are poor, 
illiterate, and suffered terribly 
from the Depression of the 1930's. 
The “Arkie*” who migrated to 
California during t h o s e years 
were among the most impover­ 
ished of Americans.
